Supplemental Response to Requirement for Restriction and Amendment 

The following is a second response to a Requirement for Restriction under 35 
USC 121, dated 1-10-06, as page 5 hereof, the signature page, may have been omitted 
from the previous Response mailed on 2-8-06. 

Turning now to the above Amendment and repeating the previous Response: 

That action {Requirement) requires applicants to elect to elect a single claimed 
species, i.e. a single cation and and a single anion and the type of oxidation reaction for 
which it is used. Thereafter, applicant is required to list all claims readable on the above 
elected single claimed species. 

Accordingly, pursuant to 35 USC 121, applicants elect a single species as defined 
in claim 9, for which claim 1 is believed generic. 

That is, applicants elect, from claim 9, l-N-(2-trinitroethyl), 3-N-azidomethyl, 
1,3-imidazolium as a cation and CIO4" as an anion, used in nitro reactions, for prosecution 
on the merits. 



Applicants also list all claims readable on such claim as follows: claims 6-18 (as 
well as claims 19 & 20 per the amendment below) and claims 1-4, in what is believed a 
novel combination of oxygen-balanced cation and anion with low vapor toxicity. 

The above species claims are thus believed in proper form for examination on the 

merits. 
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
